SACRAMENTO (AP) — An 


estimated $1 billion worth of 
construction bonds approved by 
a majority vote of Californians 
in the past year apparently have 
been invalidated 
by a U.S. 


Supreme Court ruling. 


(The decision 
dampened 


hopes of Red Bluff school of- 
ficials for approval of school 
bonds here.) 


It'could mean a serious set- 


back in the state's effort of 
meeting earthquake safety 
standards for public schools by 
1975. 
It caused "utter 
dismay" 


among some civic officials, such 
as in Los Angeles, who rely on 
bond issues to build facilities 


such as jails, firehouses and 
hospitals. 


The Supreme Court upheld 


Monday a West Virginia law 
that requires a 60 per cent yes 
vote for all local bond and tax 
increase issues. 


This appeared to doom a June 


1970 California Supreme Court 
ruling 
that 
overturned 


California's constitutional 
provision requiring a two-thirds 
vote for most local general 
obligation bond issues. The 
California court said all that was 
required was a 50 per cent 
margin plus one vote. 


In 1970, Californians voted on 


a total 223 bond issue elections 
involving a total of $1.8 billion in 


bonds. Eighty-four passed, 
including some that needed only 
a majority vote because they 
were 
revenue 
bonds 
or 


statewide bond issues. Those 84 
involved $904 million worth of 
bonds. 


So far in 1971, the Bank of 


America reported, voters ap- 
proved bond issues of $162 
million and rejected ones for 
$720 million. 


Of those which failed to get a 


two-thirds margin, about 90 per 
cent get 50 per cent or more of 
the vote and would have passed 
if the California Supreme Court 
ruling was upheld. 


The California case still is 


before the Supreme Court but 


officials doubt if it will hold up in 
view of the West Virginia ruling. 


During the fiscal year 1969-70, 


the failure rate for school bond 
elections was 60 per cent, said 
the office of Wilson Riles, state 
superintendent of public in- 
struction. 


Forty-two per cent of those 


were between 50 per cent and 
two-thirds. 


Riles said, "I am considerably 


distressed at the implications 
for California in this . . . It does 
put California in a very very 
difficult position." 


He said the state has 1,500 


school buildings that should be 
replaced by 1975 at a cost of up 
to $3 billion. 


West Bengal Rivers 
Being Polluted As 
Bodies Thrown In 


KRISHNAGAR.India (AP) — 


India's West Bengal State is 
short of police because so many 
are guarding the rivers to keep 
the bodies of cholera victims 
from being thrown in. 


According to conservative 


official estimates, the week-old 
epidemic among refugees from 
East Pakistan has taken at least 
4,000 lives. 


The 
200,000 residents of 


Krishnagar, 60 miles northeast 
of Calcutta, are tense. 


Rumors spread daily that 


Pakistani agents from across 
the border 20 miles away are 
emptying bottles of cholera 
germs into the local water 
supplies to make the epidemic 
spread faster. 


A crowd of 500 persons beat a 


Moslem to death Monday at the 
Krishnagar railway station 
after a report he had emptied a 
small bottle into a roadside well. 


D. K. Ghosh, the district 


magistrate of Krishnagar, said 
it is true the rivers are being 
polluted but it is caused by the 
bodies of cholera victims thrown 
in by relatives for quick burial.

Battle Along DMZ 
Now In 7 8th Day 


SAIGON (AP) — U.S. and 


South Vietnamese forces battled 
North Vietnamese troops along 
the demilitarized zone Monday 
for the third successive day, and 
enemy gunners bombarded 
allied bases just below the zone 
for the 18th day. 


Two Americans were killed 


and four wounded under a hail of 
rocket grenades and small-arms 
fire in A clash two miles 
southeast of the CMA. The U.S. 
Command said one of the enemy 
was killed. 


In a second fight, two miles 


away, South Vietnamese in- 
fantrymen backed by heavy air 
and artillery strikes reported 22 
North Vietnamese killed and 
four weapons captured. The 
Saigon command said there 


were no South Vietnamese 
casualties. 


North Vietnamese gunners 


again shelled Charlie 2, a U.S. 
base four miles southeast of the 
DMZ. It has been under attack 
sporadically since May 21. The 
U.S. Command said fewer than 
five rockets hit the base and 
caused no casualties or damage. 
Twenty-nine Americans were 
killed and 33 were wounded May 
21 at Charlie 2 when a rocket 
smashed a bunker crowded with 
troops. 


U.S. B52 bombers struck 


again along the DMZ in support 
of allied ground troops trying to 
block North Vietnamese in- 
filtration.

Youth Employment 
Is Becoming Scarce

Young people seeking sum- 


mer employment are finding 
that more persons are com- 
peting for fewer available jobs 
than in recent years, with the 
result that more of them will be 
out of work. 


Many placement officials say 


there are at least five applicants 
for each job, although in some 
areas the proportion is closer to 
20 to l. There are organized 
efforts to help young people find 
work, but the officials are fin- 
ding that the economic malaise 
has forced many companies to 


do less summer hiring. 


"There are just no jobs," said 


Pennsylvania official. "It is a 
blank wall." 


The situation will leave more 


youths—many in ghetto areas 
— with time on their hands 
during the summer months, no 
money coming in and not much 
in the way of planned activities. 


Besides the general faltering 


of the economy and a national 
unemployment rate at a nine- 
year high of 6.2 per cent, another 
contributor to the bleakness is 
the cutback by money-short 
cities and communities on

Sharp Tax Revenue Drop 


Sfafe Fiscal Crisis 


SACRAMENTO 
(AP)—The 


Reagan administration an- 
nounced today that state tax 
revenues have fallen off shar- 
ply, throwing the state into its 
worst fiscal crisis since 1967 


Gov. Reagan was prepared to 


dip into a $700 million income 
tax windfall to balance the 
budget without a tax increase, if 
majority Democrats in the 
legislature will let him do it. 


The 
Republican 
chief 


executive's finance director, 
Verne Orr, confirmed to a 
reporter late Monday that the 
"substantial 
decline" 
in 


revenues means a projected 


budget deficit for the year 
starting July 1 by roughly $150 
million — the estimate of 
Legislative Analyst A. Alan 
Post. 


Another Capitol source said 


the new deficit might be $200 
million. 


Orr prepared a detailed report 


for a meeting Tuesday of the 
Senate and Assembly budget 
committees which already have 
added hundreds of millions of 
dollars to the $6.74 billion 
austerity budget Reagan sent to 
the legislature in February. 


Orr said before the meeting 


there were three ways to meet 


the crisis: 


— Cut the budget more, a 


virtual impossibility. 
— Use 
the 
income 
tax 


withholding windfall, assuming 
Reagan gets a bill to put 
California 
on 
payroll 


withholding of the state personal 
income tax next Jan. 1. 


Most of the windfall would 


occur because the state would 
begin collecting 1972 income 
taxes from paychecks on Jan. l. 
But come April 15, California 
wage earners would find they 
still had to pay a full year's lump 
sum income tax, on income 
earned during 1971. 


Defeated Bond Issue 
Remains A Question 
For Superintendent 


Glen Smith, Red Bluff schools 


superintendent, 
said 
this 


morning he doesn't know what 
will become of the $1.6 million 
school bond proposal. 


Smith said he had given some 


thought to the issue after it 
failed to make a required two- 
thirds majority vote a week ago 
at the polls. However, he said he 
had no recommendations at this 
time. 


There was the possibility the 


bond might have passed with a 
simple majority if a federal 
Supreme Court decision ruled 
favorably. The court's decision 
concerning an eastern state's 
similar problem went against 
the 50 per 
cent 
plus 
one 


requirement. 


The bond proposal could be 


brought before the voters again 
or a tax over-ride measure could 
be placed on another ballot. 
There also is the possibility of 
renting portable classrooms to 
replace those lost by Lincoln 
School's closing.

Senate foes of the Nixon ad- 
ministration plan to shore up 
Lockheed Aircraft Corp. say 
they will demand a detailed 
breakdown of the defense 
supplier's cash position. 


Sen. William Proxmire, D— 


Wis., said Monday he will 
request the public accounting 
from Treasury Secretary John 
B. Connally, who cautioned that 
Lockheed's financial survival 
could be seriously threatened if 
Congress delays action more 
than 40 days on a $250-million 
loan guarantee. 


The 
Treasury 
secretary 


disagreed repeatedly Monday 
with Proxmire's contention a 
Lockheed rescue would un- 
dermine the free-enterprise 
system and set a bad precedent.

School Official Asks Hearing 
To Answer Board's Charges 


C. W. "Woody" Rzeppa, 


business manager of the Red 
Bluff City Schools District, has 
requested a public hearing to 
answer charges of alleged in- 
competence and inefficiency for 
which he will be terminated 
June 30. 


Rzeppa, in a letter to Glen D. 


Smith, superintendent of the 
Red Bluff Union High School 
District and the Red Bluff Union 
School District, requested the 
hearing be held at the high 
school or any other such place 
comparable in capacity. 


Smith said this morning that 


no hearing date has been set. 
The High School District board 
of trustees meets tonight at 8 
p.m. in the city schools office on 
Douglass St. Rzeppa is expected 
to be present at the meeting, but 


his hearing is not on the agenda.. 


In Rzeppa's letter he said: 
"The notice of the charge 


directed against me by the 
District Superintendent of the 
Red Bluff Union School District, 
regarding my 'alleged im- 
competence and inefficiency' as 
business manager for the Red 
Bluff School District, 
the 


specifications listed 
under 


same, and an enclosed form, 
have been received, and are, 
hereby, acknowledged. 


"I could not complete the form 


you sent me without first 
correcting the wording in the 
third paragraph. If I had signed 
it as stated, I would have af- 
firmed the charge to be true. 
The last three words in the third 
sentence are superfluous and 


ambiguous. In denying the 
charge, I would already declare 
it untrue. I deny the charge 
made against me, and I DO 
request a public and open 
hearing. 


"Since the location now used 


for board meetings has been 
said to be inadequate to 
facilitate the needs of the 
community, I further request 
that the public hearing be held in 
the high school of said district, 
or any other such place com- 
parable in capacity and con- 
venience for holding meetings 
as the boards may by resolution 
determine. This request is being 
made in accordance with 
Education Code 969, Volume 1, 
Section 1-17103, of the State of 
California. 


Los Molinos Decides 
Bond Election Today 


LOS MOLINOS—Los Molinos 


School District voters 
are 


deciding today whether or not 
they want new classrooms and 
reconstruction of the Vina 
School. 


The electorate has been asked 


to vote approval of a $590,000 
bond issue to reconstruct the 
Vina 
School, 
add 
three 


classrooms at Los Molinos 
Elementary and a library- 
classroom at the high school. 


Vina must be rebuilt or torn 


down for failing to meet Field 
Act earthquake-proof stan- 
dards. The Tehama School must 
be abandoned completely by the 
system. 


While the lion's share of the 


funds will be used at Los Molinos 
Elementary, Vina stands to 
receive $110,000 for that school's 
reconstruction. 


District taxpayers already are 


at the tax maximum of 80 cents 


each 
$100 
of 
assessed 


valuation—20 cents each $100 of 
total value—and cannot have 
their school taxes raised by 
passing this proposal. 


The district presently pays 40 


cents toward locally sold bonds 
and 40 cents toward repaying a 
state loan. 


If the bond issue passes today, 


31 cents will be used toward the 
new issue, 40 cents for the old 
and nine cents will go to the 
state. The state writes off school 
debts to it after 30 years, 
although the district must pay 
off its bonds locally generated, 
such as the issue being voted 
upon today. 


District voters have until 8 


p.m. to cast their ballots at Vina, 
Tehama 
or 
Los 
Molinos 


elementary schools. 


A two-thirds yes vote is 


required to pass the proposal. 


Britain Clears Hurdle 
In Bid To Enter 
The Common Market 


LUXEMBOURG 
(AP) — 


Britain has cleared a major 
hurdle in her bid to enter the 
European Common Market by 
agreeing to gradually end the 
pound sterling's role as a world 
reserve currency. 


Acceptance of the 
British 


pledge by the six Common 
Market countries was an- 
nounced Monday night after 
another long negotiation session 
with Geoffrey Rippon. 


"We are prepared to envisage 


an orderly and gradual rundown 
of official sterling balances after 
our accession," Rippon said. 


As banker for the sterling 


bloc, Britain is the depository 
for more than $5 billion in 
currency reserves of other 
nations. 
Common 
Market 


members felt that with Britain 
in the monetary union they hope 
to set up, they might be en- 
dangered if a run developed on 
the sterling reserves. 


AIR CRASH PROBE 


NEW HAVEN, Conn. (AP) — 


Officials say the lack of an in- 
strument landing system at an 
airport apparently contributed 
to the crash of an Allegheny 
Airlines plane that foiled 28 of 31 
persons on board. 


The Convair 580 propjet had 


encountered fog and was using 
instruments on its approach 
Monday to Tweed-New Haven 
Airport when it hit a power line, 
ripped through three vacant 
beach cottages and crashed in a 
marshland. 


INFORMATION SEALED 


YUBA CITY (AP) — A judge 


in the mass murder case of Juan 
V. Corona has ordered search 
warrant information sealed 
from public view because he 
says it could endanger the farm 
labor contractor's right to a fair 
trial. 


AIR COLLISION SEARCH 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — 


Searchers picked through the 
fire-blackened mountain grave- 
yard of a jetliner again today, 
looking for more bodies of the 50 
victims and probing for clues to 
the collision of the plane and a 
military fighter. 


The lone survivor, a radar 


intercept officer on the Marine 
F4 Phantom jet, which collided 
with a Hughes Air West DC9, 
said Monday, "The airline hit 
us." 


COUGAR HUNT BAN 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — The

Judge Denies Move To Dismiss 
Plum Creek Slaying Indictments 


Judge Curtiss E. Wetter 


yesterday 
denied 
without 


prejudice motions to set aside 
charges against Roberto M. 
Sandoval and James Alcarez. 


Sandoval and Alcarez were 


indicted by the Tehama County 
Grand Jury on charges stem 
ming from a slaying in Plum 
Creek Prison Camp east of Red 
Bluff last August. Sandoval is 
charged with murder, Alcarez 
with being an accessory. 


Attorney Edward J. Allen, 


representing Sandoval, and 


Attorney 
Don 
Webster, 


representing Alcarez, moved in 
Tehama County Superior Court 
last week for setting aside the 
indictments for two reasons. 


They pointed out that Earl 


Hedlund, a law associate of 
District Attorney Henry Goff, 
had been retained at one time as 
counsel for Alcarez. In addition, 
they declared that there was 
undue delay which precluded an 
adequate defense. 


Judge Wetter held that there 


was no evidence the district 


attorney has an unfair 
ad- 


vantage because of Hedlund's 
dealings with Alcarez. On the 
matter of delay, he held that 
"from the meager testimony 
and accepted 
statements of 


counsel it is doubtful that the 
court should intervene and 
dismiss the action." He added: 


"Should it develop that the 


fears 
of 
counsel 
should 


materialize, the denial of the 
motion without prejudice may 
be renewed 
and a more

Harold Lucas, attorney at law and chairman of the Red Bluff- 


Tehama County recreation and tourism committee, proposed some 
weeks ago that we move on from marking a tour of Victorian homes 
here to marking the historic business structures along Main, 
Walnut and other downtown streets. It's a good idea, and it's best 
we don't wait too long getting the job done. Procrastination is not 
just a thief of time. Procrastination could lose for us the buildings 
we proposed to mark. 


Marking them would not in itself preserve them. But it would 


call attention to them. It would add value to them, and might well 
be a first step in preserving some of them, at least. 


One building in Red Bluff calls for attention immediately. It is 


not one of the business establishments which marked Red Bluff's 
bustling past,and it's not as impressive as the imposing residences 
on the Victorian tour.But in historic interest.it tops them all. That 
is the John Brown House on South Main Street. By all means, it 
should not be permitted to deteriorate further. It, probably alone 
among the city's historic buildings, should be a publicly maintained 
historic site.

them — and have been turned over by Lucas to the Red Bluff public 
works department for erecting. Public Works Director Harlan 
Warwick said yesterday brackets are being made, and the signs 
will be up soon. That will be a job well done. But there are bigger 
jobs ahead. And Lucas will need our help.

On The School Bond Issue

WASHINGTON 
— 
Coal 


miners are being killed by the 
dozens again this year, and the 
General Accounting Office has 
now put the blame where it 
belongs: with the Bureau of 
Mines, which has failed utterly 
to enforce the 1969 mine safety 
law. 


The GAO investigation found 


that in some major coal fields, 
less than one third of the legally 
required mine inspections were 
made last year. In all, the GAO 
said, the bureau's performance 
has been "extremely lenient, 
confusing, 
uncertain 
and 


inequitable." 


Instead of gearing up for an 


all-out enforcement 
drive, 


however, the Bureau is now 
considering a massive, costly 
publicity campaign whose main 
theme will be that the miners 
themselves are to blame for the 
continuing underground car- 
nage. 


Worse, the publicity proposal 


was submitted under highly 
questionable circumstances. 
Here are the backstage facts: 


Shortly after he took over as 


Interior Secretary, Rogers 
Morton hired Harry Treleaven, 
the political flack and ad 
executive who directed the 
theatrics for President Nixon's 
1968 
campaign. 


Treleaven, was paid $121 a 


day to analyze the department's 
information 
programs. 
He 


reported his conclusions to 
Morton last month, but is still 
officially a consultant to the 
Secretary. 


SELF-SERVING REPORT 


Several days after he sub- 


mitted his report, Treleaven 
sent a letter to Henry Wheeler, 
the bureau's deputy director for 


health and safety, under the 
letterhead 
of 
his 
newly 


reorganized public relations 
firm, Allison, Treleaven and 
Reitz (with some help from 
Holder and Kennedy, Inc., a 
Nashville, 
Tenn., 
public 


relations outfit which represents 
oil and steel companies). 


Aside from the obvious ethical 


questions raised by Treleaven's 
use of his position as a govern- 
ment consultant to drum up 
business for his own company, 
his proposal is astonishing in 
other ways. 


It makes no mention of the 


fact that, time and again, 
company negligence has been 
shown to be the principal cause 
of the coal industry's hideous 
safety record. 


Instead, Treleaven suggests a 


program to "help motivate 
miners to do what is right." The 
first phase is to study, the 
present bureau publicity effort 
to see whether it is "motivating 
workers to adopt safe working 
habits and actually changing 
behavior." 


Phase two, to quote the letter, 


"will be the development of a 
full-scale, 
all-media com- 


munications program which will 
accomplish our agreed-upon 
objectives." 


It would even include such 


hoppla "as contests, personal 
appearances by celebrities and 
government officials . . . " 


POLITICS AND SAFETY 


The key man in helping 


Treleaven to slick in with the 
Bureau of Mines is Edward 
Failor.a grade-A political hack 
who was hired by the Nixon 
Administration to oversee en- 
forcement of the mine safety 
law although his only recent 


experience 
has 
been 
in 


Republican politicking. 
According to Jim Allison, 
Treleaven's 
partner.Failor 


invited Treleaven to submit his 
proposal. Allison acknowledged 
further that the Treleaven plan 
had already been given the 
bureau's unofficial 
approval. 


My associate Brit Hume 


called Failor to ask him about 
this. His secretary answered the 
phone, "Judge Failor's office." 
Apparently he was once a 
municipal judge in Dubuque, 
Iowa, and still likes to be called 
"Judge." Failor refused to 
discuss the matter.

George McGovern has that 


problem. It should be pointed 
out that this is not derogation. 
On the whole, better men and 
more interesting men are not 
the kind who capture public 
attention 'as leaders. Senator 
McGovern should be rejected by 
the people even if he had the 
qualities of leadership of Julius 
Caesar. His trouble is that he is 
attached to an ideology which is 
in an advanced 
stage of 


decomposition; but never mind 
that for the minute, back to 
Senator Kennedy. 


Senator McGovern has won 


the endorsement of the two 
principal ringmasters of the 
liberal intelligentsia, Messrs. 


Arthur Schlesinger and Kenneth 
Galbraith. He has working for 
him Frank Mankiewicz and 
Pierre Salinger. 


Now what do all these men 


have in common? Certainly not 
beauty. The answer, of course, 
is Camelot. Those who believe

that he is running unofficially. 
Oh, of course he would take it if 
offered. But I detect a lack of 
gut-hunger for the Presidency, 
and I think you really need to 
have that in order to make it. I 
do not doubt that it is latently 
there. 


But a certain fatalism comes 


in from Mr. Kennedy these days, 
and it is reasonable to assume 
that he thinks his chances small, 
and that therefore any obvious 
exertions 
to

Presidency would result merely 
in ignominy.

believe that in your large city 
you cannot find a hospital that 
will allow you to be with your 
child when his need for you is 
greatest. 


When will hospital admin- 


istrators learn how vital to 
the child is the presence of 
his mother during an over- 
night stay? (Incidentally, it 
reduces the need for nursing 
care by 90%) 


When circumstances make 


it impossible for a parent to 
be with the child, as in your 
case, it is imperative that you 
do a thorough and positive 
job of preparing your child 
for what he is going through. 


You must tell the complete 


truth: how he will benefit 
from the operation, how the 
anesthesia will spare him pain, 


There are a number of things 


which can be done to help solve 
this problem. One would be to 
inform the public, which can be 
done by roadside bulletin 
boards, newspaper articles, 
radio broadcasts, and television 
programs. Another way would 
be to improve their habitat. This 
could be done by setting food 
patches, control of harvest 
operations, control of erosion, 
development of water supplies, 
and control in the use of 
pesticides. 


If something isn't done pretty 


soon, we won't have any wild 
birds left to worry about.

BALTIMORE (AP) — "No 


team sport anywhere in the 
world has an incidence of injury 
more frequent than American 
football," says a Baltimore 
neurosurgeon. 


But when comparing deaths 


on the gridiron with those in 
some other sports, Dr. Charles 
M. Henderson said, "football 
seems almost sedentary." 


"The hazards of 
ordinary 


driving of an automobile," 
Henderson told members at- 
tending the National Athletic 
Trainers Association, "are nine 
times greater for young men 
from the 15 to 22 years of age 
group than participation in 
football." 


At a clinic Monday on head 


injuries, Henderson said it has 
been estimated that the average 
high school football player has a 
20 per cent chance of being in- 
jured during the season, with an 
8 per cent chance that the injury 
would be serious. 


As for deaths, Henderson said 


a 1964 study showed a ratio of 3.9 


for each 100,000 participants in 
football, or one for every three 
million man hours of exposure. 


The death rate that year per 


100,000 participants in other 
sports, he said, quoting an ar- 
ticle from the Journal of the 
American Medical Association, 
was 16.7 for power boat racing, 
120 for auto racing, 133.3 for 
horse racing and 278.6 for 
motorcycling. 


During the past 20 to 30 years, 


Henderson said, "the football 
helmet has evolved from a 
simple leather head covering 
into a hard plastic container for 
the calvarium, complete with a 
plastic or metal faceguard. 


"It would seem, however, that 


in the process of evolution, the 
protective function of the helmet 
has 
been in some 
ways 


overlooked." 


To reduce football injuries, 


the neurosurgeon suggested 
helmets be designed with a 
shorter face mask and more 
padding at the rear, while 
"spearing" or tackling with the 
helmet be curbed.
